EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Sometime last summer, while the 
health of New York was being dis- 
cussed ia the newspapers, the proprie-

Old Mexice Mines. 


There are to-day in the State of Chi- 
huahua, says Zl Fronterizo, six Amer- 
ican companies engaged in working 
mines. We will make a brief mention 
of them. The mining company of 
Santa Eulalia owns the famous mine 
of that name, sixteen miles from the 
city of Chihuahua. In former years 
these mines paid $11,000,000.  Al- 
though they have been worked for 
many years, they are still very rich. 
The Americans have been deliberating 
on piercing the mountains by a tuuue 
and constracting arai'road as far as 
the confluence of the Sacramento and 
Coihuahwa rivers, so as to place ma 
chinery there to work the metals, The 
Cusiquirachi mines were bought last 
year by a San Francisco company for 
$500,000. These mines are ninety 
miles from Chihuahua. The veio at 
the depth of 600 feet, contains solid 
metal in some cases to the breadth of 
fifveen feet. The metal has been treat- 
ed by lixiviation. The Batopilas mines, 
in the southwest of the State, of which 
Messrs Wells, Fargo & Co. are the 
owners, Contain great deposits of silver 
aod produce large sums to the work- 
ers’ The archives of Chihuahua show 
that these mines produced, duriog the 
rule of the Spaniards, the vast sum of 
$100,000.00). The Parral mines be- 
long to the Knott company of Chicago. 
These mines are in the city of Hi. 
dalgo. According tothe State arch- 
ives, these mines have yielded $60, 
000,000. AnIndiana company owas 
the La Luz mine, which is five miles 
from the Parral. The Guijas, or 
gravel mioes, are owned by the Chi- 
cago mining company. These mines, 
also five miles from the Parral, are fa- 
mous for having at one time produced 
an immense bolsa (augget) of virgin 
silver.

SABLE SERVANTS. 


How the Unasstming Black Spider Gets 
Its Work in on the Noxivas Hopp x. 


The grasshopper bulletin is fast 
taking rank with the stock and market 
reports. The alfalfa is at least one 
month ahead of last year’s crop, and it 
seems that soil, climate, and vegetable 
life is making a race for existence 
against the scourge. Reports from 


u- most of the rancheson the meadows 


show that ground which has remained 
dry renders its crop of hoppers consid- 
erably in advance of the soil which 
has been kept wet. D. W. O'Connor 
says he has been proud of the fact 
that no grasshoppers had appeared on 
his ranch, but one day’s hatching had 
convioced him that pride goeth before 
a fall. There is, however, a move- 
ment on foot which theatens to in- 
crease the rate of grasshopper mortal- 
ity and help the grass. Innumerable 
black spiders have appeared along 
with the pests, and seem to be await- 
ing the hatchiog season as anxious- 
ly as the ranchers. A. A. 
Longley was recently informed 
of the good work which was 
being done by these unattractive vis- 
itors, and watched one to see how he 
did his work. In a very short space 
of time the spider had caused six gress- 
hoppers to bite the dust. Mr. Grass, 
who has charge of Dan. Wheeler's 
ranch, has also seen the spider operate. 
After catching the grasshopper it is 
but a very short time until the body 
and limbs of the victim are crushed and 
broken. Grass took a grasshopper 
away from an iodustrious spider, and 
it was not more than a minute before 
his sable majesty had anvther hay- 
destroyer in his embrace. J. C. Smith 
has seen patches of grass which was 
literally covered with spiders’ webs, 
and as they are doing such good work, 
the GazeTTE hopes the tribe will in- 
crease. A.T. Rice, who has visited 
a great maoy ranches, says the indica- 
tions for one crop are good, but any 
more than that caunot safely be ex- 
pected. 


Potice Court. 

The Dalton case, which has occu- 
pied so much time in the Justice 
Court, has at length been concluded. 
The jury, after an absence of about 
fifteen minutes, returned a verdict of 
„ not guilty” at 10 o'clock last night. 
The complaint alleged that Dalton 
had diverted the waters used for irri- 
gaticn so that they ran upon the high- 
way and damaged some of his neigh: 
bors. The Gazerre understands that 
Dalton's defense consisted in the 
proof that he war not accountable for 
the flooding of the road, as bis ditch 
was sufficiently large to carry all 
water for which he was responsible. 
At any rate, after a second trial Dal- 
ton is acquitted. The case has ex- 
cited much interest among Dalton’s 
neighbors.

Dogtown Do'ngs. 

J. C. Me Tarnahau, Mo calls himself 
“a pick-haudle professor of gevlogy,’’ 
writes the Gazetre from Dogtown, 
Mooo county, where he is engaged in 
hydraulic mining. He has prospected 
over a space six by ten miles, and 
never but once failed to get the color. 
The general average is about three col- 
ors to the pan of dirt. The surface 
pays about the same eveywhere, and 
the pay gravel is from one to ten feet 
in depth. There is no bed rock, at 
least none has been found. All the 
old workiogs go down to a sort of 
cement, which varies in appearance ; 
insome flats or veins it is a sort of 
dull gray gravel, filled with smvoth 
cobbies of all sizes, which slack when 
exposed to the atmosphere. This 
stuff don't ‘‘prospect.” In other 
places the bottom is a volcanic ash— 
soft in one place, and indurated in an- 
other—but all more or less filled with 
cobbles or boulders. The surface is 
covered in places with a capof vol 
canic conglomeration. Mac believes 
ere is a deep channel or ancient ruu, 
filled with gold, somewhere around 
Dogtown, and he will try to find it. 
The Bank of Calfornia owns about 
500 acres of land and a large ditch 
near Dogtown. The principal obsta- 
cle to successful mining isthe scarcity 
of water. Our correspondent promises 
the Gazetre the best prospect which 
he finds on reaching the bed-rock. It 
will be awaited with anxiety.
